It is understood that the First Ken- 
tucky Regiment or Louisville Legion 
will be ordered from Chickamauga im- 
mediately, as orders to that effect have 
been received. They will go to Tampa 
and may probably embark with the 
Porto Rican expedition. 

The fourth Kentucky Volunteers is 
being rapidly organized at Lexington. 
As stated in a previous issue of 1 HE 
Record this is to be composed entirely 
of mountain men. The first company 
to arrive was from Clinton county 
thirty miles 
to catch a train 

for Lexington. 

Information has been received at 
Kingston, Jamaica, that every road 
and bypath leading into Santiago has 
been mined with dynamite l»j Gen. 
Linares and that an attempt will be 
made to annihilate the advance lines 
when the assault on Santiago is begun. 

By the end of the p esent week an 
army of about 11,000 re-en 'orccments 
will have embarked for Santiago One 
brigade w 11 be sent from Camp Alger, 
and a division, or three brigades, from 
Tampa. Maj. Gen. Brooke will pro- 
ceed from Chickamauga to Tampa 
with 15.000 men as soon as the divis- 
ion of Brig Gen. Snyder leaves. The 
army to be concentrated at Tampa 
will leave for Porto Ri<-o at the same 
time the movement from Sintiago 
begun. 

As admiral Camara has sailed for 
the Pacific Ocean to destroy (?) Dewey 
the Xavy department is promptly pre 
paring to make good its threat to send 
a squadron to the coast of Spain, if the 
Spanish admiral continues on his way 
to the Philippines. Orders for the for 
mation of a squadron for this purpose, 
commanded by Commodore Watson, 
were issued as soon as Camara was 
known to be at Port Said. Under these 
orders Commodore Watson has sailed 
from Havana for Santiago on the pro- 
tected cruiser Xewark. There he will 
form his squadron. Besides the Xew- 
ark as the flagship, the squadron will 
consist of the first-class battleships 
Iowa and Oregon, the cruisers Yose- 
mite, Yai.kee and Dixie and the col- 
liers Scandia, Abarenda and Alexan 
der. Commodore Watson should be 
at Santiago Thursday and can sail 
for Spanish waters as soon as he col 
lects his vessels, all of which are now 
in the vicinity of Santiago. 

As stated iu last issue, the Spanish 
fleet, under admiral Camora, is head 
iug for Manila. At Port Said they 
tried to coal, but the American ruin 
ister sat up with the authorties and 
the ships were refused fuel. It is an- 
nounced that he will proceed through 
the canal after lying at Port Said for 
two or three days. The ships are. 
said to be in a dirty, disorderly con- 
dition. Well, let th m go ahead, for 
Dewey is awaiting for just such a 
snap as Camara will be for him. 

The initial t/fct of Col. Wocd's 
Rough Riders and the troopers of the 
First and Tenth regular cavalry which 
took place last week will be known 
in history as the battle of La tjuasina. 
That it did not end in the complete 
slaughter of the Americans was not 
due to any miscalculation in the plan 
of the Spaniards, for as perfect an 
ambuscade as was ever formed in the 
brain of an Apache Indian was pre- 
pared, and Lieut Col. Rosseyelt and 
his men walked squarely into it. For 
an hour and a half they held their 
ground under a perfect storm of bul- 
lets from the front and sides, and then 
CoL Wood at the right and Lieut Col- 
Roosevelt at the left led a charge 
which turned the tide of battle and 
t the enemy flying over the hills 
toward Santiago. It is now definitely 
known that sixteen men on the Amer- 
ican side were killed, while sixty were 
wounded, or are reported to be miss- 
ing. It is impossible to calculate the 
Spanish losses, but it is known that 
they were far heavier than those of 
the Americans, at least as regards 
actual loss of life. Already thirty- 
seven dead Spanish soldiers have been 
found and buried, while many others 
undoubtedly are lying in the thick un- 
derbrush on the side of the gu' ly and 
on the slope of the hill, where 
main body of the enemy was located. 
The wounded were all removed. 

The following dispatch sums up the 
situation nicely: All official Washing- 
ton considers that the real crisis of the 
war is near and with prospect that the 
week's work will be the most import- 
ant in history in the pending strife. 
Santiago is sure to fall at an early 
d ite, and with it must come the de- 
struction or capture of Admiral Cer- 
vera's fleet The result, whether it 
comes this week or next, the officials 
generally agree, will have an import- 
ant bearing upon the future of the 
war, both as to duration and plans of 
forcing intervention for peace, or 
Spain may voluntarily sue for peace. 
There are some who believe in the 
possibility of early peace. On the oth- 
er hand, the scope of the general war 
situation may be enlarged. With Ad- 
miral Cervera's fleet disposed of, our 
fast and formidable battleships and 
cruisers will be available for format- 
ion into a flying squadron for an at- 
tack upon Spain's home ports. Thi 
in turn, may result in Spain recalling 
Admiral Camara's fleet now headed 
for the Philippines, for the protection 
of her own coasts. So, any way you 
look at it many important contingen- 
cies hinge on the development at 
Santiago within the next few daya"

Esther vii.. 10: So they hattfed Hainan 
nil the gallows that lie ha.i prepared 

for Mordeeai. 

Mere is an Oriental courtier, about 
the most . ffeiisive man in Hebrew his- 
tory. Hainan by name. He plotted for 
ihe destruction of the I->ra -litUh na- 
tion, and I wonder not that in some of 
the Hebrew synagogues to this day 
when Hainan's name is mentioned, the' 
congregation clench iheir fists and 
stamp their feet and cry. '"let his 
name be blotted out!"' ILnn in was 
prime minister in the magnificent 
court of Persia. 'lhoroughly appre- 
ciative of tlie honor conferred he ex- 
pects everybody that he passes to he 
obsequious. Coming in one day at the 
irate <>f the ralaee. the servants drop 
their heads in honor of his o::'.:e, but a 
Hebrew, named Mordeeai, jra/.'- upon 
the passinjr dignitary without banding 
ins head or taking off li s hat He was 
a good man, and would not have lieen 
negligent of the ordinary eourtesies of 
life, but he felt no respect either for 
Hainan or the nation from which he 
had come.

The ki g 
told him that he had ju-t had read to 
him the eeeonnf of some one who had 
aved his (the kind's) life, and he asked 
what reward (Might to be given to sue!, 
a one. tfol -conceited Hainan, suppos- 
ing that he hims If was to get the 
honor, and not imaginin.' for a mo- 
ment that the deliverer of the lrfng*a 
life was Mordeeai. says: "Why. your 
majesty ought to make a triumph for 
him. and put a crown on him, and 
■OS him on a splendid horse, high step- 
ping and full blooded, and then 
have one of your primes leatl the 
1 boras through the streets, crying. 
I How the knee: here comes a man who 
! has saved the Icing's life!" " Then sai l 
ahasaems in severe tones to Hainan: 
"1 know all about your seoundreiism. 
Now you go out and make a triumph 
>f Moral cai. the Hebrew, whom you 
hate. Tut the best saddle on the In- 
,-st horse, and you. the prince, hold 
(he stirrup while Mordeeai gets On. 
and then lead his horse through the 
street.

Mor- 
deeai. who had been despised, now 
starred and robed, in the stirrups.

Thus shall ii 
always be if the heart is not rijrht 
Circumstances the 
disturb the spirit. 

It is not the great 
that create the most worriment. I 
have seen men. felled by repeated 
blows of misfortune, arising from the 
.lust, never desponding. Put the most 
of the disquiet which men suffer is 
from insignificant causes; as a lion 
attacked by some beast of prey turns 
easily around and slays him. yet runs 
roaring through the forests at the 
alighting on his brawny neck of a few- 
insects. You meet some great loss in 
bnsiness with comparative com- 
posure; but you ean think of 
petty trickeries' inflicted upon you, 
which arouse all your capacity for 
wrath, and remain in your heart an 
unbearable annoyance. If you look 
back upon your life, 3'ou will find that 
the most of the vexations and disturb- 
ances of spirit, which you felt were 
produced by circumstances that were 
not worthy of notice. If you want to 
be happy you must not care for trifles. 
Do not be too minute in your inspec- 
tion of the treatment you receive from 
others.

Political parties make 
sertain men do their hard work, 
ind then after using them as 
lacks turn them out on the commons 
.o die. Every four years there is a 
.-omplete revolution, and about 5,0'Ji) 
lien who ought certainly to bj the 

K-xt president are shamefnlly disap- 
pointed; while some, who are this day 
poor and poverty-stricken, will ride 
jpon the shoulder* of the people and 
lake their turn at the admiration and 
.he spoils of otliee. Oh, how quickly 
the wheel turns! Pallot boxes are 
the steps on whieh men come down 
is often as they go up. Of those who 
were long ago successful in the ac- 
eumulatiou of property how few have 
not met with reverses! While many 
if those who then were straitened 
in circumstances now hold the bonds 
sad the bank keys of the nation. Of 
all tickle tilings in the world fortune 
i.s the most tickle. Every day she 
changes her mind, and woe to the man 
who puts any confidence in what she. 
promis s or proposes! She cheer , when 
vou go up and she laughs when you go 
down. Oh. trust not a moment your 
heart's affections to this changeful 
world! Anchor your soul in Cod. 
From Christ's companionships gather 
vour satisfaction. Then, come sorrow 
or gladness, success or defeat, riches 
or poverty, honor or disgrace, health 
or sickness, life or death, time or eter- 
nity, all are yours, and ye are Christ's, 
and Christ is Cod's. 

Again; this Hainan's history shows 
us that outward possessions and cir- 
cumstances can not make a man happy. 
While yet fully vested in authority 
and everything that equipage and 
pomp and splendor of WsidoUCC could 
do were his, he is an object-lesson 
of wretchedness.

The 
mountains of wordly honor are cover- 
ed with perpetual snow. Tamerlane 
conquered half the world, but could 
not subdue his own fears. 
Ahab goes to bed sick, because 
Xaboth will not sell him 
his vineyard, Herod is in agon\- be- 
cause a child is born down in Bathe* 
hem. Creat Felix trembles because A 
; oor minister w ill preach rightous- 
ness, temperance and judgment to 
come. From the time of Louis XII. to 
I-""'* Will, was there a straw bot- ) 
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tomed chair in France that did not sit 
more solidly than the great tbroue on 
whiflh the Trench kinys reigned'.' 

Were I culled to sketch iuis-i-y in 
it.s nmrst form I would not go up to 
the dark alley of the poor, but up the 
hlffhwa** over whisk prnnalnji Bnen* 
phali strike the sparks with their hoofs 
and between statuary and parks of 
stalking deer.

And, when life is closing, brilliancy 
of worldly surroundings will be no 
solace. Death is blind and sees no dif- 
erence between a kin,' and his clown, 
betw een the bookless hut and a nation- 
al library. The frivolties of li fa 
ean not. with their giddy laugh, 
echoing from heart to heart, en- 
tirely drown the voice of a tre- 
mendous conscience which says: 
■ I am immortal. The stars shall 
die, but I am immortal. One wave 
of eternity shall drown time in 
its depths, but I am immortal. The 
earth, shall have a shroud of flame and 
the heavens flee at the glance of the 
Lord, but I am immortal From all 
the heights and depths of my nature 
rings down, and rings up. and rings 
out the word "immortal.' " A good 
conscience, anil assurance of life eter- 
nal through the Lord Jesus Christ ara 
the only securities.
